CHECKING  OUR  SOIL 


In  the  Parable  of  the  Sower,  a  farmer  goes  out  and  sows 
seed  in  his  fields.  This  sowing  represents  ways  in  which 
people  receive  the  Gospel.  The  Gospel  is  that  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Word,  was  sent  by  God  to  die  and  be  raised, 
so  that  we  might  receive  forgiveness  for  our  sins  and  the 
righteousness  of  God.  God  is  the  farmer,  who  came  from 
heaven  to  earth  to  scatter  His  seed.  Christ  is  the  Word  of 
God  being  sown  in  every  heart.  There  are  four  depictions 
of  how  your  heart  can  receive  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
What  kind  of  heart  do  you  have?

“Some  people  are  like  seed  along  the  path,  where  the 
word  is  sown.  As  soon  as  they  hear  it,  Satan  comes  and 
takes  away  the  word  that  was  sown  in  them.  Others,  like 
seed  sown  on  rocky  places,  hear  the  word  and  at  once  re¬ 
ceive  it  with  joy.  But  since  they  have  no  root,  they  last 
only  a  short  time.  When  trouble  or  persecution  comes 
because  of  the  word,  they  quickly  fall  away.  Still  others, 
like  seed  sown  among  thorns,  hear  the  word;  but  the  wor¬ 
ries  of  this  life,  the  deceitfulness  of  wealth  and  the  desire 
for  other  things  come  in  and  choke  the  word,  making  it 
unfruitful.  Others,  like  seed  sown  on  good  soil,  hear  the 
word,  accept  it,  and  produce  a  crop  thirty,  sixty  or  even  a 
hundred  times  what  was  sown.” 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  God  wants  us  to  share  the 
Gospel,  but  while  we  have  a  part  in  sharing  it,  we  don’t 
play  the  main  part.  In  the  parable,  we  are  not  the  sower  of 
the  seed.  God  is  the  sower.  This  parable  isn’t  about 
changing  the  condition  of  your  heart.  It  is  a  revelation 
about  man’s  heart.  Our  prayer  for  you  is  that  the  Word 
of  God  will  find  the  condition  of  your  heart  to  be  like 
good  and  rich  soil  prepared  to  produce  a  great  harvest.
